The purpose of this resolution is to add a vaccine for the 
prevention of Dengue to the VFC program. 



Eligible Groups

Children aged 9-16 years of age with laboratory 
confirmation of previous dengue infection and living in 
endemic areas (i.e., Puerto Rico, American Samoa, and 
the US Virgin Islands). 

 This VFC resolution will be updated, as necessary, if 
dengue-endemic areas in the US or its territories 
change.

 Three doses administered 6 months apart at 0, 6, and 12 
months
